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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  of  its  offices, 
committees  and  departments  for  fiscal  year  ending  June,  2007. 

Many  new  and  exciting  things  have  happened  during  this  fiscal  year  starting  with 
the  new  Glenwood  Elementary  School  opening  on  time  and  on  budget.  Teachers,  parents 
and  children  are  very  excited  with  the  design  of  the  school  which  encompasses  class 
grouping  called  pods.  The  bright  and  varied  color  scheme  makes  for  a very  cheerful 
atmosphere  for  students. 

In  the  month  of  January  a special  town  meeting  was  held  and  a town  administrator 
form  of  government  was  approved.  It  was  also  voted  to  increase  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
from  three  members  to  five.  The  three  new  members  are: 

Sheila  Dibb  one-year  seat 

Joseph  Becker  two-year  seat 

Leroy  Clark  three-year  seat 

The  three-year  seat  was  vacated  by  Louis  J.Comacchioli  who  chose  not  to  seek 
re-election  after  selflessly  serving  the  town  for  nine  years.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank 
Lou  for  his  tremendous  dedication  to  the  Town  of  Rutland. 

As  in  past  years,  money  was  very  tight,  but  we  were  able  to  continue  replacing 
much  needed  equipment  such  as  DPW  trucks,  police  cruisers  and  fire  apparatus 
(including  a new  tanker  and  pumper  with  a voted  debt  exclusion).  A grant  was  later 
received  for  the  full  amount  of  the  tanker.  The  budget  was  passed  with  money  being 
used  from  both  free  cash  and  the  stabilization  fund  to  balance  it. 

At  this  time,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  of  our  devoted  work 
force  and  volunteers  for  their  loyalty  and  commitment  in  these  trying  times.  We  would 
also  like  to  extend  a special  thank  you  to  both  Jackie  O’Brien  - our  administrative 
assistant  and  Nancy  Macaruso  - our  secretary,  for  the  smooth  and  efficient  management 
of  our  office.

The  Town  Clerk’s  office  for  fiscal  2007  was  a learning  year  for  our  new 
Assistant  Town  Clerk.  The  Town  kept  her  and  I very  busy  for  Fiscal  2007.  Our 
population  (current  population  is  8,1 13)  continues  to  grow,  as  does  the  number  of 
customers  we  service.  We  recorded,  maintained  and  licensed  4,721  registered  voters; 

957  dogs;  39  deaths;  91  births;  26  marriages  and  over  205  fishing/hunting/sporting 
licenses. 

Recording  of  variances,  site  plan  approval  and  zoning  issues  are  becoming  part  of  the 
office  routine.  The  Clerk’s  office  as  liaison  for  the  Board  of  Appeals  filed  2 variances,  6 
site  plan  approvals,  with  one  withdrawal,  1 hearing  on  an  appeal  of  the  Building 
Inspectors  decision  and  one  hearing  on  a Cease  & Desist  Order  for  a Special  Permit.  The 
Clerk’s  office  as  liaison  for  the  Planning  Board  filed  9 Approval  Not  Required,  2 
Definitive  Plans,  and  1 Special  Permit. 

The  annual  census  went  out  in  January.  The  Town  sent  out  3,042  census  forms. 
When  your  census  form  is  received,  it  is  important  that  you  return  the  information  to  the 
Town  Clerk’s  office.  Many  people  do  not  want  their  census  information  made  public. 
However,  this  information  is  helpful  for  the  town  when  it  applies  for  loans,  grants  or 
when  planning  a new  school.  Many  people  try  to  register  to  vote  on  their  census  form, 
this  is  not  the  proper  tool  to  use  for  that  purpose.  Please  come  to  the  Town  Clerk’s  office 
to  register  to  vote. 

Please  encourage  any  of  your  family  members  who  are  not  registered  voters  to 
register.  Anyone  who  attains  the  age  of  1 8 may  register  or  if  you  are  1 8 by  the  date  of 
the  next  election  you  may  register  (you  still  must  register  20  days  prior  to  the  election  to 
be  eligible.) 

A reminder  to  registered  voters  when  you  sign  a nomination  paper  or  a petition 
please  do  the  following:  1 . only  sign  if  you  are  a registered  voter.  2.  Sign  your  name  and 
your  residential  address  (no  post  office  boxes  are  allowed).  3.  If  you  have  normally  very 
bad  penmanship,  print  your  name  in  the  same  box  as  the  signature  (if  we  can’t  read  it  - 
we  can’t  verify  it).  Most  important,  4.  Do  not  sign  your  husband’s  or  wife’s  name  or  any 
other  name  other  than  your  own.  If  you  move,  please  inform  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  so 
that  we  will  change  our  records. 


I would  like  to  thank  Assistant  Town  Clerk,  Anita  Carlson.  Assistant  Town  Clerk 
is  responsible  for  vital  records,  voter  registrations,  annual  census  and  licensing,  as  well 
as,  the  liaison  to  Board  of  Appeals,  Planning  Board  and  the  general  public.  As  always,  if 
you  have  questions  please  feel  free  to  call  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  - 8:00  a.m.  - 
4:30  p.m.  and  Tuesday  8:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.

Mr.  Becker  also  informed  the  Town  meeting  that  the 
article  states  “to  lower  the  tax  rate”  when  in  fact  the  money  is  used  to  balance  the  budget. 

The 
amounts  voted  from  Stabilization  and  Free  Cash  are  necessary  to  balance  the  budget 
voted  at  the  May  Annual  meeting.

January  29, 2007 

Meeting  opened  at  7:00p.m.  Following  the  salute  to  the  Flag,  the  Moderator  asked  the 
Town  Meeting  to  remain  standing  for  a moment  of  silence  to  honor  George  R.  Griffin 
who  recently  passed  away.  Mr.  Griffin  served  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  many  years. 

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  posting  of  the  warrant.  153  voters  were  present.  The 
Moderator  informed  the  town  meeting  body  that  he  was  stepping  down  from  his  position 
for  the  first  eight  articles.

Committee  and  said  that  the  committee  will  miss  Greg  Steffon.  She  also  welcomed  the 
newly  appointed  members.

The  Treasurer/Collector's  office  continues  to  be  busy.  Between  Real  Estate, 
Water/Sewer  or  Excise,  “down  time"  is  getting  harder  and  harder  to  find.  Down  time 
was  when  we  were  able  to  go  through  files,  and  write  to  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Records 
for  permission  to  dispose  of  items.  The  growth  of  the  community  continues  to  increase 
the  amount  of  bills  we  process  through  out  the  fiscal  year.  The  town  sent  out  8,975 
excise  bills  between  Julyl,  2006  and  June  30,  2007.  The  office  generated  868  excise 
demands  and  523  excise  bills  were  forwarded  to  our  Deputy  Collector. 

Excise  bills  are  sent  to  the  registrant’s  address,  as  that  address  appears  on  the 
vehicle’s  registration  or  as  the  person  has  otherwise  specified  in  writing.  If  the  registrant 
fails  to  receive  the  bill,  he/she  is,  liable  for  its  timely  payment  and  interest  and  fees  will 
accrue  if  the  bill  is  not  paid  on  or  before  the  due  date.  It  is  very  important  that  the 
registrant  correct  mailing  address  is  on  the  registration.  If  one  has  P.O.  Box  # for  a 
mailing  address,  please  use  it.  If  you  change  your  address  during  the  year  please  notify 
the  Collector’s  office,  so  we  can  change  our  records.  Water/Sewer  bills  are  sent  quarterly. 
For  fiscal  2007  the  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  sent  5,469  water/sewer  bills.  If  you  have 
questions  regarding  your  water/sewer  usage  please  contact  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  at  508-886-4105. 

The  Town  continues  to  send  quarterly  real  estate  bills.  The  first  two  bills 
are  based  on  a quarter  of  what  you  paid  the  previous  year.  Your  actual  bill  will  be  sent  to 
you  on  or  about  December  3 1 . This  bill  will  show  the  assessed  valuation  of  your 
property,  the  tax  rate  and  the  amount  of  property  taxes  you  owe  for  the  fiscal  year, 
including  any  betterments,  special  assessments  or  other  charges  that  are  added  to  the  tax. 
The  tax  bill  will  also  show  the  amount  of  the  preliminary  tax  billed  in  early  summer  as  a 
credit  against  your  actual  tax  for  the  year.  The  office  sent  out  9,395  Fiscal  2007  Real 
Estate  bills  and  Personal  Property  bills.  In  June  we  sent  out  646  Real  Estate  and  Personal 
Property  demands.  For  Fiscal  2007  the  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  experienced  an 
increase  in  on-line  payments.  When  making  an  on-line  payment  please  check  your  banks 
account  number  and  routing  numbers.  This  is  the  area  where  we  are  seeing  most  of  the 
errors.  The  Town  will  accept  your  Real  Estate  and  Water/Sewer  payments  on-line.  We 
are  trying  to  have  the  excise  on-line  as  well.  We  are  running  into  problems  with  the 
software  company.  If  you  have  questions  regarding  the  on-line  payment  process,  please 
call  our  office  and  we  will  try  to  assist  you. 

Fiscal  2007  brought  a new  face  to  the  Treasurer/Collector’s  office.  Kathleen 
Healy  is  our  Senior  Clerk.  Ms.  Healy  assists  Dianne  Landquist,  Assistant 
Treasurer/Collector  with  her  daily  routine  in  the  office.  She  can  answer  your  questions, 
on  real  estate,  water/sewer  and  /or  excise  payments.  I would  like  to  thank  my  assistant 
Dianne  Landquist  for  her  continued  support,  along  with  Kathy  Healy.

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Report  of  the  Town  of  Rutland  Finance  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Rutland: 

The  Finance  Committee  makes  recommendations  to  the  town  meeting  after  considering 
the  needs  of  the  community  and  the  financial  impact  of  all  town  meeting  articles 
presented.  This  encompasses  the  annual  operating  budget,  as  well  as  other  financial 
matters  such  as  financial  management,  financial  policy,  and  financial  planning.  The 
Finance  Committee  is  charged  by  the  Town  of  Rutland  bylaws  to  review  budget  requests 
from  all  departments  as  well  as  elected  and  appointed  boards  in  order  to  submit  and 
recommend  a balanced  budget  to  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee’s  Fiscal  Year  2007  Budget  Recommendation  was  developed 
during  Fiscal  Year  2006  and  voted  on  by  the  Town  in  May  of  2006.  Subsequent  to  the 
May,  2006  Annual  Town  Meeting,  voters  at  special  town  meetings  revised  the  FY2007 
budget  resulting  in  additional  budgetary  spending.  During  the  development  of  the 
original  FY2007  budget,  the  Finance  Committee  balanced  the  needs  of  each  town 
department  with  the  financial  resources  of  the  town.  These  resources  included: 

• Levy  Limit  = $7,669,167.  This  figure  includes  the  real  estate  taxes  levied  by  the 
town.  Included  within  this  figure  was  additional  revenue  generated  from  new 
construction.  This  new  growth  amount  to  $302,180.  It  also  included  a two  and 
one  half  percent  increase  over  the  FY2006  levy  limit  (Prop  2 Vi ) that  amounted  to 
$176,618. 

• Approved  Debt  Exclusions  = $866,694.  This  figure  represents  additional  real 
estate  taxes  levied  with  voter  approval  over  and  above  the  levy  limit  to  pay  the 
debt  incurred  for  specific  capital  projects.  These  projects  include  the  WRHS 
Renovation  project  and  the  Glenwood  School  Construction  Project. 

• Estimated  Receipts  (after  charges)  = $4,149,604.  This  includes  state  “Cherry 
Sheet”  funds.  Local  receipts,  and  state  reimbursement  amounts. 

In  total,  the  Finance  Committee  forecasted  the  Town  of  Rutland  had  approximately 
$12.69M  dollars  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  FY2007  operating  budget.  After  the 
original  budget  and  all  subsequent  revisions  were  voted,  the  operating  budget  was 
finalized  at  $13.24M.  In  order  to  cover  the  shortfall,  voters  transferred  $434,900  from 
the  Stabilization  fund  and  additional  funds  of  $200,000  were  transferred  from  Certified 
Free  Cash.  The  Finance  Committee  remains  uncomfortable  with  this  spending  level  and 
with  supplementing  the  operating  budget  with  Free  Cash  and/or  the  Stabilization  fund. 
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The  summary  of  budget  changes  from  FY2006  to  FY2007  are  as  follows:

The  Finance  Committee  has  the  responsibility  to  oversee  and  approve  requests  from  the 
Reserve  Account.  This  account  is  used  for  unforeseen  and  unexpected  expenses.  As  such 
circumstances  arise.  Town  Departments  request  funds  from  the  Reserve  Fund  and  these 
requests  are  considered  and  voted  on  by  the  Finance  Committee.  In  FY2007,  the  Reserve 
Fund  had  a beginning  balance  of  $15,000.00.  Of  this,  $8,280.98  was  allocated  during  the 
year  to  various  departments  as  detailed  below:

A compilation  is  limited  to  presenting  in  the  form  of  financial  statements  and  supplementary 
schedules  information  that  is  the  representation  of  management.  We  have  not  audited  or 
reviewed  the  accompanying  financial  statements  and  supplementary  schedules  and,  accordingly, 
do  not  express  an  opinion  or  any  other  form  of  assurance  on  them. 

The  Town  has  prepared  these  financial  statements  using  accounting  practices  prescribed  or 
permitted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  which  practices  differ  from  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  The  general  purpose  financial 
statements  presented  are  broken  down  into  fund  types  and  account  groups.  Generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  require  that  basic  financial  statements  present  government-wide  financial 
statements  and  columnar  presentations  based  on  major  funds.  The  effect  on  the  financial 
statements  of  the  variances  between  these  regulatory  accounting  practices  and  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America,  although  not  reasonably 
determinable,  are  presumed  to  be  material. 

Management  has  elected  to  omit  substantially  all  of  the  disclosures  required  by  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  If  the  omitted  disclosures  were 
included  in  the  financial  statements,  they  might  influence  the  user’s  conclusions  about  the  town’s 
financial  position  and  results  of  operation.  Accordingly,  these  financial  statements  are  not 
designed  for  those  who  are  not  informed  about  such  matters.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  along  approximately  83,000  linear  feet  of  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  a 
buildup  of  sand,  dirt,  and  leaves.  This  amounted  to  the  removal  of  approximately  3,500  cubic 
yards  of  material. 

Along  various  roads,  188  tons  of  rip-rap  and  462  tons  of  crusher  run  were  used  to  repair 
washouts. 

Along  various  roads,  830  catch  basins  and  129  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  sand,  dirt,  and  leaves. 
Crack  sealing  was  done  along  various  roads  using  8,300  gallons  of  crack  sealant. 

All  of  the  Town’s  paved  roads  were  swept. 

Traffic  safety  lines  were  painted  along  Maple  Avenue.,  Pommogussett  Road,  East  County  Road, 
Wachusett  Street,  Pleasantdale  Road,  Wheeler  Road,  a section  of  Glenwood  Road,  and  a section 
of  Prescott  Street.  Crosswalks  on  Maple  Avenue  and  Glenwood  Road  were  also  painted. 

Along  various  roads  60  tons  of  cold  patch  and  873  tons  of  hot  patch  was  used. 

Along  various  roads,  1,000-feet  of  bituminous  berm  was  repaired. 

All  of  the  Town’s  approximate  10  miles  of  gravel  roads  were  graded  in  the  fall  and  again  in  the 
spring.  Along  various  sections  of  these  roads  1,200  tons  of  gravel  was  used. 

Along  various  roads,  40-feet  of  24-inch  culvert  pipe,  240-feet  of  1 8-inch  culvert  pipe,  and  1 00- 
feet  of  12-inch  culvert  pipe  were  replaced. 

Central  Tree  Road:  1,200-feet  of  12-inch  perforated  sub-drain  was  installed  removing 
approximately  656  cubic  yards  of  excess  material  and  using  approximately  510  cubic  yards  of  3/»- 
inch  stone. 

Glenwood  Road:  Two  catch  basins  were  installed  along  with  50-feet  of  12-inch  culvert  pipe. 

Glenwood  Place:  1,400-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  sub-drain  was  installed  and  20-feet  of  12-inch 
culvert  pipe  was  replaced  removing  approximately  141  cubic  yards  of  excess  material  and  using 
approximately  1 12  cubic  yards  of  3A-inch  stone  and  10  cubic  yards  of  gravel. 

Muschopauge  Road:  Two  catch  basins  and  1,450-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  sub-drain  were 
installed  along  with  the  replacement  of  120-feet  of  12-inch  culvert  pipe,  and  120-feet  of  18-inch 
culvert  pipe.  Approximately  576  cubic  yards  of  excess  material  was  removed  and  replaced  with 
approximately  370  cubic  yards  of  %-inch  stone  and  45  cubic  yards  of  gravel. 
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SNOW  REMOVAL 


During  the  fiscal  year  2007,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  crews  were  sent  out  28  times  for 
snow  and  ice  removal  operations,  of  which  1 2 storms  required  plowing. 

There  were  approximately  52-inches  of  snow  during  the  2006-2007  winter  season. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  purchased  a total  of  2,471  tons  of  sand  and  1,904  tons  of  salt. 


PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


During  the  growing  season,  all  of  the  Town’s  approximate  20  acres  of  lawns,  ball  fields,  fields  at 
Naquag  Elementary  School  and  Central  Tree  Middle  School,  plus  the  approximate  6 acres  of 
cemeteries  are  mowed  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week. 


SEWER 


There  were  three  (3)  sewer  main  blockages  this  year,  all  of  which  were  caused  by  the  careless 
disposal  of  paper  items. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  continued  to  work  towards 
reducing  the  amounts  of  inflow  and  infiltration  in  the  Town’s  sewer  lines. 

All  of  the  Town’s  sewer  easements  were  mowed. 

A total  of  18,500  linear  feet  of  sewer  mains  were  cleaned  and  65  manholes  cleaned  and  inspected. 

As  part  of  the  Town’s  continuing  investigation  of  Inflow/Infiltration  the  Town’s  Consultant 
inspected  118  manholes  and  flow  isolation  and  T.V.  inspected  28,837  linear  feet  of  sewer  mains 
in  Sub  Area  1 . 
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WATER 


The  water  filtration  plant  has  continued  to  perform,  as  designed,  providing  excellent  water  that 
exceeds  all  EPA  and  DEP  requirements  to  the  consumers. 

Muschopauge  Pond  is  Rutland’s  only  source  of  water  and  during  the  past  year,  water  withdrawal 
from  the  pond  averaged  thirteen  percent  (13%)  more  than  the  Town  is  permitted  to  withdraw. 

Muschopauge  Pond  is  Rutland’s  most  precious  resource  and  we  all  share  the  responsibility  for 
conserving  and  using  water  wisely  today,  so  there  will  be  water  left  for  future  generations. 

A leak  detection  audit  was  done  of  the  entire  distribution  system.  There  were  three  small  leaks 
found  of  less  than  half  a gallon  per  minute.  Two  were  in  fire  hydrants  and  have  been  repaired,  and 
the  third  leak  is  in  a service  line  and  will  be  repaired  in  early  fiscal  year  2008.

Annual  Report:  Rutland  Police  Department  (FY07) 


Once  again,  our  department  faced  staffing  issues  throughout  the  fiscal  year  as  we 
endeavored  to  maintain  our  authorized  complement  of  eight  (8)  full-time  and  eight  (8) 
part-time  police  officers.  Just  two  weeks  into  FY07,  Sgt.  Richard  E.  Sails  retired  from 
the  department  after  serving  a total  of  twenty-one  (21)  years  as  both  a part-time  and  full- 
time police  officer. 

His  retirement  lead  to  the  promotion  of  Patrolman  Eric  J.  Pearson  to  the  rank  of  sergeant, 
a position  he  had  held  on  an  interim  basis  for  most  of  FY06  while  Sgt.  Sails  was  on 
extended  personal  sick  leave. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  and  responsibilities  as  Night  Watch  Patrol  Supervisor,  Sgt. 
Pearson  continued  to  maintain  oversight  over  the  issuance  of  firearms  permits  and  the 
registration  of  sex  offenders.  He  also  remained  active  in  the  law  enforcement  community 
by  serving  as  a firearms  instructor  / range  officer  for  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute 
(WPI)  and  a physical  training  instructor  for  the  Municipal  Police  Training  Committee 
(MPTC).  Sgt.  Pearson  also  provides  firearms  training  for  department  personnel  and 
serves  as  our  Field  Training  Officer  (FTO). 

The  promotion  of  Sgt.  Pearson  created  a full-time  police  officer  vacancy  that  was  filled 
by  Justin  S.  Faucher.  Unfortunately,  his  tenure  with  our  department  was  short-lived.  Just 
two  months  after  his  initial  hiring,  Officer  Faucher  resigned  in  order  to  accept  a more 
lucrative  position  with  the  Northborough  Police  Department.  For  our  department  the 
timing  couldn’t  have  been  worse.  At  the  same  time  Officer  David  G.  Westerman 
submitted  his  resignation  as  a full-time  officer  in  order  to  accept  a higher-paying  position 
with  the  West  Boylston  Police  Department. 

The  defection  of  both  officers  was  understandable  and  financially  beneficial  to  each  of 
them,  but  it  seriously  jeopardized  our  abilities  to  maintain  adequate  patrol  coverage  and 
provide  basic  police  services  to  our  community.  (It  should  be  noted  that  employee 
turnover  will  continue  to  beleaguer  this  department  until  salaries  become  competitive 
with  comparable  communities). 
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An  expedited  hiring  process  was  initiated  and  we  were  able  to  hire  Robert  J.  Marino  and 
John  T.  Connors  as  replacement  officers.  Officer  Marino  was  an  experienced  police 
officer  with  prior  service  with  the  Aquinnah  Police  Department  (Martha’s  Vineyard)  and 
the  Kittery  Police  Department  (Maine).  He  possesses  significant  training  and  experience 
in  the  field  of  narcotics  law  enforcement  and  was  already  familiar  with  our  community 
through  prior  employment  with  the  Hubbardston  Police  Department. 

Officer  Connors  had  joined  us  previously  as  a part-time  officer  and  already  possessed 
full-time  police  academy  certification.  Although  Officer  Marino  quickly  assimilated  to 
our  department  and  was  able  to  make  immediate  contributions,  our  other  newly-hired 
officer  was  not  as  fortunate. 

From  the  start,  Officer  Connors  had  difficulties  in  performing  his  assigned  duties  on  the 
midnight-to-eight  shift.  Claiming  an  inability  to  cope  with  his  assigned  work  hours,  he 
promptly  resigned  his  position  to  pursue  other  employment.  That  vacancy  was 
subsequently  filled  by  Officer  Richard  G.  Krasinskas,  who  also  had  been  serving  our 
department  as  a part-time  officer.  (Unlike  Officer  Connors,  Officer  Krasinskas  did  not 
possess  full-time  academy  certification.  He  was  granted  a temporary  training  exemption 
from  the  Municipal  Police  Training  Committee  (MPTC),  which  allowed  him  to 
immediately  assume  full-time  patrol  duties  and  delay  his  attendance  at  the  MPTC 
Academy  until  August  2007). 

Our  department  continued  to  relay  heavily  on  our  part-time  contingent,  especially  in  light 
of  our  ongoing  full-time  staffing  issues.  Our  part-time  officer  roster  was  anchored  by 
veteran  officers  Michael  R.  Stoddard,  Christopher  M.  Bailey,  Jason  D.  Briddon  and 
Brendan  McShea.  Their  ranks  were  bolstered  during  the  fiscal  year  by  the  hiring  of  new 
part-time  officers  John  J.  Foster  and  Stephen  J.  Evans.  FY07  also  saw  the  loss  of  another 
exceptional  part-time  officer  when  Timothy  A.  Desmarais  left  in  order  to  pursue  a full- 
time position  with  the  Templeton  Police  Department. 

Collectively,  our  part-time  police  officers  provide  professional  police  services,  especially 
during  weekends  and  holidays.  Their  contributions  and  dedication  to  this  department  are 
recognized  and  greatly  appreciated  by  this  administration. 

Staffing  issues  created  by  employee  turnover  routinely  dominated  the  annual  reports 
submitted  during  my  tenure,  but  I would  be  remiss  if  I did  not  acknowledge  the 
significant  contributions  of  Sergeant  Ronald  C.  Friberg,  who  has  faithfully  served  this 
department  and  community  for  more  than  ten  (10)  years. 

I have  personally  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  Sgt.  Friberg’s  professional  development 
as  a skilled  patrol  officer  to  an  exemplary  supervisor  and  valued  member  of  my  command 
staff.  As  executive  officer,  he  has  excelled  in  his  role  as  second-in-command.  He 
continues  to  perform  his  assigned  duties  at  a high  level  of  competence  and  is  always 
eager  to  assume  additional  responsibilities.  Sgt.  Friberg  embraces  the  tenets  of 
community  policing,  leads  by  example  and  is  a trusted  advisor. 
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Despite  our  officer  retention  issues,  we  made  tremendous  strides  as  a police  agency  by 
enhancing  our  investigative  abilities.  During  FY07,  Officers  Troy  J.  Chauvin  and  Chris 
P.  Giglio  were  assigned  to  detective  duties  in  addition  to  their  patrol  responsibilities. 

Both  officers  were  selected  as  detectives,  due  to  their  respective  training,  education, 
experience  and  aptitude  for  investigative  police  work.  Both  have  established  themselves 
as  capable  investigators,  who  have  given  our  department  the  capability  of  performing 
more  thorough  follow-up  investigations  and  proactive  investigative  initiatives. 

Officer  Thomas  J.  Downey  successfully  completed  Basic  Recruit  Training  (full-time 
police  academy)  during  FY07  and  was  elected  Treasurer  of  his  class.  He  continued  to 
serve  our  department  as  our  Senior  Citizen  Advocate , a position  created  to  assist  in  the 
identification  of  issues  affecting  our  seniors.  Since  graduation,  Officer  Downey  has  been 
assigned  to  patrol  duties  on  the  Night  Watch  (4  PM  - midnight). 

Once  again,  the  devoted  efforts  of  our  secretary  (Nancy  P.  McKenzie)  allowed  us  to  meet 
administrative  goals  and  objectives.  Her  clerical  skills  and  expertise  in  computer  science 
were  invaluable  to  our  department  and  also  beneficial  to  our  public  safety  partners  (Fire 
and  Dispatch)  in  Rutland  and  in  our  sister  community,  the  Town  of  Oakham.  She  has 
also  been  instrumental  in  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  our  community  policing 
initiatives. 

On  a sad  note,  Fiscal  Year  2007  will  be  remembered  for  the  significant  personal  loss  felt 
by  department  members  with  the  passing  of  Beverly  A.  Lange.  Initially  appointed  as  a 
police  matron  on  March  19th,  1990,  Bev  remained  a devoted  and  dependable  department 
member  until  illness  hastened  her  retirement  in  February  (2007).  Her  dedicated  service 
will  be  sadly  missed  by  our  organization. 

As  a department,  we  continued  to  prioritize  traffic  / pedestrian  safety  issues.  Routine 
daily  traffic  enforcement  patrols  were  augmented  with  extra  patrols  through  the 
utilization  of  grant  funding.  Our  efforts  were  recognized  by  AAA-Southern  New  England , 
who  awarded  our  community  with  a “Pedestrian  Safety  Commendation.” 

The  Rutland  Police  Department  was  able  to  provide  a variety  of  community  policing 
initiatives  during  FY07  via  grants  obtained  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety 
(EOPS)  and  the  Governor ’s  Highway  Safety  Bureau  (GHSB).  Local  programs  presented 
included  the  following: 

- Traffic  Safety  Patrols  - Bicycle  Helmet  Incentive  Program 

- Halloween  Safety  Awareness  - Child  Identification 

- Community  Interaction  Programs  - Senior  Citizen  I.D. 

- Senior  Citizen  Cookout  - Bicycle  Safety 

As  a department,  we  continued  to  maintain  and  strengthen  our  professional  relationships 
with  the  Municipal  Police  Training  Committee,  the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  the 
Office  of  District  Attorney  Joseph  D.  Early,  Jr.,  the  Worcester  County  Sheriff’s 
Department,  and  the  municipal  police  departments  of  our  contiguous  communities. 
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We  also  maintained  a close  working  relationship  with  our  local  schools  and  the 
Wachusett  Regional  School  District. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association  (MCOPA),  the 
Central  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association  (CMCOPA),  and  the  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  (IACP)  continued  to  provide  me  with  support,  guidance 
and  access  to  contemporary  thought  and  technology. 

Statistically,  the  Town  of  Rutland  continues  to  be  a safe  community  to  live  and  work. 
Modest  increases  in  property  crimes  (breaking  & entering,  larceny,  etc.)  were  attributed 
to  proportionate  increases  in  total  population. 

In  closing,  I would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Rutland  for  their  continued  support  and 
assistance.  The  members  of  your  police  department  look  forward  to  working  with  you  to 
preserve  our  exceptional  quality  of  life.

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Report  of  the  Animal  Control  Officer 

Dogs,  cats,  wild  animals  and  complaints  are  on  the  increase  as  our  housing  continues. 
People  bring  their  pets  when  they  move  here.  It  seems  as  though  every  third  house  has  a 
dog  and/or  cat.  Many  have  multiple  pets.  We  have  seen  many  other  pets  that 
occasionally  get  loose.  Ferrets  are  great  for  escaping  and  pretty  hard  to  capture.  Bunnies 
can  also  be  a challenge  to  catch  when  loose.  Recently  in  Auburn  a four  foot  alligator  was 
found  in  a brook. 

The  bears  and  moose  were  very  active  this  year  and  we  had  several  sightings.  One  bear 
was  reported  climbing  up  a ladder  on  the  side  of  a house  to  get  to  the  bird  feeder.  Again, 
be  advised  that  bird  feeders  should  be  taken  down  in  the  fall  and  in  many  cases  spring 
also.  Move  them  away  from  your  house  and  do  not  put  them  on  a porch  or  deck,  unless 
of  course  you  want  one  to  join  you  for  dinner. 

We  had  several  rabid  animals  this  year  which  included  raccoons,  bats  and  a possible 
coyote.  Please  stay  away  from  any  wild  animal  that  ventures  into  your  yard.  Leave  them 
alone  and  they  will  go  back  into  the  woods  in  most  cases.  Remember  this  was  their 
habitat  before  your  house  was  built.  Now  that  they  are  being  forced  to  live  in  a much 
smaller  space  than  they  had,  you  will  probably  see  them  more  often.  If  a wild  animal  will 
not  leave,  call  the  Animal  Control  Officer  for  assistance. 

Something  to  be  aware  of  - Massachusetts  law  prohibits  the  relocation  of  any  wildlife.  If 
the  animal  shows  signs  of  sickness  (rabies,  distemper)  it  can  be  put  down  on  site.  But 
keep  in  mind  that  most  of  the  time  this  is  a problem  because  of  the  closeness  to  houses 
which  covers  discharging  a firearm  within  500  feet  of  a house.  STAY  AWAY  FROM 
WILD  ANIMALS  IN  YOUR  YARD!! 

Cows  and  horses  are  on  the  loose  very  often.  This  can  be  a real  problem  should  you  hit 
one.  Remember,  we  are  still  a farming  community  and  we  do  have  these  animals  around 
which  do  get  loose. 

We  have  over  1,500  dogs  in  town  - many  of  which  are  unlicensed.  Massachusetts  law 
requires  all  dogs  (AND  CATS)  to  be  vaccinated  against  rabies.  You  are  not  only 
protecting  your  animal  but  yourself  by  abiding  by  this  law.  The  law  allows  for  a fine  of 
$50  for  failure  to  vaccinate.  This  can  be  addressed  weekly  if  not  done.  Any  unlicensed 
dog  can  be  picked  up  and  fines  issued  accordingly.  If  your  dog  or  cat  bites  someone  and 
it  is  not  vaccinated,  the  animal  can  be  quarantined  ten  days  to  six  months.  This  can  also 
be  required  to  be  done  in  a secure  facility,  and  there  is  only  a handful  in  the  state. 

Dog/cat  bites  were  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Remember,  if  you  are  jogging  or  walking 
in  an  area  where  a dog  may  often  be  loose,  let  us  know.  Also  for  your  own  safety  it 
would  be  very  wise  to  alter  your  route.  Yes,  you  have  a right  to  walk/jog,  but  use  a bit  of 
common  sense  and  try  to  avoid  a situation  where  you  could  be  hurt. 
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While  on  the  subject,  I have  been  made  aware  of  some  people  walking  and  carrying  big 
sticks  for  protection.  This  is  an  invitation  for  disaster  to  say  the  least.  Unless  you  are 
trained  in  a method  of  protection,  you  can  be  bitten  by  trying  to  scare  a dog  away.  Also 
you  can  be  charged  with  animal  cruelty  if  you  hit  a dog  or  injure  it  in  any  way.  If  you 
need  that  stick  to  protect  yourself  from  a particular  dog,  try  a different  route.  Don’t  get 
hurt  or  in  trouble. 

Animals  continue  to  be  run  down  by  motorists  when  they  suddenly  run  out  into  the  road. 
You  must  notify  us  if  you  hit  an  animal.  Then  there  is  the  person  who  hits  a dog  or  cat 
and  keeps  going.  This  is  pretty  sad.  Did  you  ever  think  that  maybe  someone’s  child  was 
chasing  after  their  loose  animal  and  had  to  see  this?  Or  worse,  what  if  they  also  got 
struck? 

When  you  move  into  Town,  you  need  to  license  your  dog.  This  is  done  at  the  Town 
Clerk’s  office.  If  the  dog  is  licensed  in  another  Town,  all  you  need  to  do  is  transfer  the 
license  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  There  is  no  excuse  for  not  licensing  your  dog.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Including  Emergency  Ambulance  and  Forest  Fire  Warden 

(July  1,  2006  to  June  30,  2007) 

We  completed  the  specifications,  bidding  process  and  ordering  of 
the  new  Fire  Pumper  and  the  new  Fire  Tanker.  To  our  delight  in 
December  2006  we  received  notification  from  the  Federal  Government, 
Department  of  Homeland  Security,  that  our  application  for  an  Assistance 
to  Firefighters  Grant  was  approved  for  $ 227,050.00  to  help  purchase  a 
new  tanker.  This  gave  us  95%  of  the  money  to  purchase  the  Tanker  and 
not  have  to  borrow  local  tax  funds.  We  anticipated  the  deliveries  within 
FY  08,  but  the  year  is  coming  to  a close  without  completion  and  the 
deliveries  scheduled.  The  Tanker  will  be  delivered  in  mid-August  and  the 
Pumper  should  be  shortly  thereafter. 

Our  ambulance  service  is  working  well  with  the  positions  and 
scheduling  that  is  in  place.  We  have  full-time  personnel  on  scheduled 
coverage  from  06:00  to  24:00  and  on-call  personnel  from  0:00to  06:00, 
seven  days  a week.  This  is  a level  of  service  I believe  should  be  available 
to  our  citizens  given  our  demographics  and  proximity  to  hospitals.  We 
continue  to  work  toward  full-time  coverage  as  resources  and  budgets 
may  allow.  We  remain  appreciative  of  the  continued  work  by  our  on-call 
personnel  who  help  staff  the  ambulance  on  a regular  basis.  The  more 
frequent  operation  of  the  ambulance  will  require  replacement  of  the 
vehicle  in  the  next  fiscal  year. 

In  addition  to  meeting  emergency  challenges,  the  Fire  Department 
also  provides  various  public  service  responses,  fire  prevention 
inspections,  public  safety  education,  safety  code  regulation  enforcement, 
emergency  management  preparation,  homeland  security  preparedness 
and  other  public  service  activities.  We  continually  review  our  personnel 
resources  for  these  increased  demands.  With  annual  budget 
appropriations,  aided  our  capital  plan  as  a guide,  we  try  to  keep  our 
apparatus  and  equipment  up-dated  to  meet  the  changing  demands.  We 
continue  to  work  on  seeing  where  we  can  regionalize  services  for  more 
efficient  operations  and  hopefully  at  lower  costs.  The  specialized 
equipment  we  are  able  to  acquire  is  always  a tremendous  asset  in 
accomplishing  our  tasks  safely.

Permit  and  inspection  fees  totaled  $ 9,604.24. 

Receipts  from  ambulance  services  billing  totaled  $ 228,576.51. 

In-house  training  sessions  are  conducted  generally  on  Monday 
nights  and  some  classes  are  provided  in  conjunction  with  The 
Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting  Academy.  During  the  year  we  have  provided 
training  in  search  and  rescue,  forcible  entry,  ventilation,  live  fires,  fire 
fighting  procedures,  apparatus  operation,  personnel  protection,  first  aid, 
CPR,  personal  health  and  administrative  procedures.  Preparations  to 
protect  our  citizens  from  weapons  of  mass  destruction  and  terrorism 
threats  have  continued  to  be  topics  we  train  in.  Although  those 
challenges  may  not  be  clear,  we  work  on  basic  response  plans  and  gain 
as  much  knowledge  as  possible.  We  also  train  with  our  surrounding 
towns  to  better  coordinate  mutual-  aid  operations  for  major  incidents.  We 
take  advantage  of  training  sessions  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire 
Fighting  Academy  and  the  National  Fire  Academy  in  Emmitsburg, 
Maryland.  We  appreciate  our  personnel  taking  their  time  to  sharpen 
skills.  New  members  try  to  attend  regional  Fire  Fighter  I programs  for 
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their  baseline  skills  and  our  emergency  medical  training  program  (EMS) 
continues  throughout  the  year.  All  of  our  EMTs  are  on  continuing 
education  re-certification  schedules  and  this  has  them  taking  classes 
and  practical  sessions  here  in  Rutland,  as  well  as  other  locations 
throughout  the  State.  We  appreciate  their  commitment. 

We  have  received  a S.A.F.E.  grant  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire 
Safety)  to  help  promote  our  fire  safety  education  programs.  We  continue 
to  provide  this  fire  safety  education  in  conjunction  with  the  schools 
Education  of  our  youth  is  our  best  protection  against  fire  and  other 
emergencies.  Our  firefighter/ EMTs  do  a wonderful  job  of  working  with 
the  students  of  all  grades  to  deliver  these  important  messages.  We  have 
also  provided  educational  programs  to  our  older  citizens  and  the  general 
public  through  many  training  forums. 

There  was  an  increase  in  forest,  brush,  and  grass  fires  this  year. 
These  calls  tend  to  occur  in  the  spring  and  fall  seasons.  We  work  closely 
with  the  District  #8  Fire  Warden  and  the  State  Bureau  of  Forest  Fire 
Control.  The  fire  department  officers  are  appointed  as  Deputy  Forest 
Wardens.  The  following  activity  occurred  from  July  1,  2006  through  June 
30,  2007. 

• 10  brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

• 4 Mutual-Aid  requests  to  brush  fires 

• 511  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

The  open  air  burning  program  continues  to  be  used  by  many 
townspeople.  The  basic  guidelines  are  the  same,  ‘ --  the  burning  of  brush 
and  forest  debris  only  ’,  ‘ - no  grass,  no  leaves,  no  other  materials’. 

The  time  period  remains  from  January  15th  through  May  1st- 

Our  emergency  responses  and  operational  procedures  are  handled 
through  our  department  officers.  Under  the  Fire  Chief  the  following 
officers  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department:  Deputies  - David 
W.  Root,  Kevin  R.  McCarthy;  Captains  - Jeffery  K.  Lowe  and  Darren  M. 
Ross;  Lieutenants  - Mark  A.  Briand,  Philip  J.  Preston,  and  Michael  R. 
Stoddard,  Jr..  Ambulance:  Senior  EMT/P  - Paul  Newcomb  and 
Lieutenant  - Paul  D.  Willson.  While  we  are  fortunate  to  have  some  full- 
time positions,  the  major  composition  of  our  department  is  ‘on-call’.  All  of 
our  personnel  continue  to  work  on  various  goals  for  the  department  to 
better  serve  our  citizens,  training,  fire  safety  education,  department 
structure,  operational  services  delivery  and  updating  our  long  range 
capital  needs  plan.  We  encourage  people  to  become  fire  fighters  and/or 
ambulance  EMTs.  The  work  is  rewarding  in  helping  your  neighbor  and 
you  will  be  filling  a vital  role  within  the  community.  If  you  are  interested, 
please  stop  by  and  see  us. 
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Over  the  last  year  we  have  worked  at  formalizing  a Citizens 
Emergency  Responders  Team,  known  as  C.E.R.T.,  under  the  Federal 
Homeland  Security  Guidelines.  This  group  continues  to  be  active,  trains 
regularly  and  is  available  to  provide  assistance.  We  have  continued  to 
acquire  small  Federal/ State  funding  grants  to  help  with  equipment  and 
supplies.  This  group  helps  their  neighborhoods  and  the  emergency 
public  services  should  the  need  arise.  The  basic  premise  of  C.E.R.T.  is 
training  to  help  yourself  (your  family)  and  then  your  neighbors  in  case  of 
a major  catastrophic  event.  If  you  would  like  to  become  a member  of  the 
group  call  Mark  O’Clair  (508-886-6864)  or  Lisa  Chaffee  (508-886-0151). 

The  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade,  Inc.  is  an  active  community 
support  group.  The  Brigade  purchased  a rescue  boat  and  related 
equipment  for  our  use  that  is  now  in  service.  We  have  used  the  boat 
several  times  and  it  has  worked  very  well.  They  have  also  purchased 
lockers  for  the  fire  personnel  that  were  not  able  to  be  funded  at  Town 
Meeting.  The  Brigade  continues  to  support  many  other  community 
events  and  programs  that  add  to  the  quality  of  life  here.  We  thank  the 
Fire  Brigade  for  their  continued  support  with  the  purchases  of  fire 
fighting  equipment,  training  equipment,  support  for  open  houses  and 
community  events,  as  well  as  the  continued  purchases  of  refreshments 
at  major  fires  and  other  incidents  for  us. 

We  truly  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  people  who  make  this 
department  function.  They  respond  to  emergency  calls  at  any  given 
moment  whether  on  duty,  leaving  work,  leaving  family,  leaving  meals  or 
waking  from  sleep  to  help  a neighbor  in  need.  We  also  thank  their 
families  for  the  support  and  understanding  they  give.  Further  we  want  to 
Thank  the  citizens  of  Rutland  for  supporting  our  efforts.

Annual  Report  FY  2007 
(July  1,2006  - June  30,  2007) 


The  Rutland  Communications  Center  operates  24  hours  a day,  365  days  a year,  handling  all  9-1-1 
and  other  emergency  calls,  business  calls  and  dispatch  functions  for  police,  fire,  emergency  medical 
services  as  well  as  animal  control,  for  the  communities  of  Rutland  and  Oakham.  The  demands  on  the 
Communications  Center  have  increased  dramatically  over  the  past  few  years  as  a direct  result  of  the 
ongoing  increases  in  populations  in  both  communities. 

We  are  enjoying  our  much  larger  work  space,  but  we  still  suffer  from  “ growing  pains  “ as  do  all 
of  the  municipal  departments,  with  the  high  growth  rate.  We  are  still  on  the  edge  of  needing  more  than  one 
person  on  the  desk  during  the  day,  due  to  an  increase  in  general  traffic  and  administrative  duties.  Short 
staffing  has  plagued  us  now  for  several  years  now  due  to  lengthy  union  negotiations.  Until  pay  issues  and 
departmental  changes  are  settled  we  will  continue  to  have  a low  application  rate.  It  has  become 
increasingly  more  difficult  to  run  a 24/365  department  with  its  currant  structure.  The  time  has  come  to 
examine  this  very  important  part  of  public  safety.  Without  the  Communications  department  there  is  no 
Police  + Fire  Departments.  We  are  the  critical  link  to  all  of  public  safety.  I look  forward  to  making  some 
much  needed  changes  in  the  near  future. 

For  several  years  now  the  Fire  Chief  has  been  exploring  regionalizing  the  dispatch  center.  The 
towns  of  Hubbardston  + Paxton  have  been  invited  to  join  us,  as  a cost  cutting  measure  for  all  the  towns,  and 
meetings  continue  as  Cities  + Towns  look  for  ways  to  save  money.  This  could  be  a reality  now  that  we 
have  the  space  to  house  these  departments.  The  larger  benefit  to  regionalizing  is  increased  productivity. 
Dispatchers  could  be  cross  trained  to  handle  all  the  communities  and  therefore  ending  up  with  better  trained 
dispatchers.  We  have  provided  dispatching  services  to  the  Town  of  Oakham  since  1987,  saving  the  tax 
payers  a little  less  than  'A  of  the  total  departmental  budget. 

The  state  is  continuing  to  progress  with  the  installation  of  the  new  91 1 VESTA  PALLAS.  Rutland 
was  16th  community  to  receive  it.  All  Communities  will  have  this  technology  by  December  of  2007  at  the 
states  expense.  We  as  Massachusetts  residents  are  very  lucky  because  we  are  blessed  with  one  of  the  most 
technologically  advanced  91 1 systems  in  the  country.  We  are  setting  precedence  for  91 1 centers  nation 
wide. 


We  must  continue  to  stress  that  9-1-1  is  for  EMERGENCY  CALLS  ONLY.  All  other  business 
calls  should  be  made  on  non-emergency  lines.  When  calling  9-1-1  with  an  emergency,  the  dispatchers  are 
required  to  verify  the  information  they  receive  on  the  screen.  When  calling  9-1-1  be  prepared  to  give  the 
dispatcher  any  pertinent  information.  This  is  important  because  the  wrong  information  could  result  in  a 
delayed  response  of  emergency  personnel.  A database  is  only  useful  when  it  is  correct.  Enhanced  9-1-1 
also  provides  a screen  indicator  for  a disability.  If  someone  in  your  household  has  a disability,  you  can 
obtain  a disability  indicator  form  from  the  9-1-1  coordinator  and  the  confidential  information  will  be 
relayed  to  responding  units. 

We  will  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  provide  courteous,  efficient  and  professional  service  to 
all  with  whom  we  come  in  contact.  It  is  through  direct  lines  of  communication  that  we  are  able  to  enhance 
the  public  safety  operations  in  the  communities  that  we  serve.  We  look  forward  to  serving  the  residents  of 
Rutland  and  Oakham  for  years  to  come.

Rutland  Recreation  continues  to  grow  and  thrive  with  the  population  of  the  town.  The 
Committee  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who  supports  our  continued  success. 

The  Safe  Place  at  Naquag  Elementary  School  and  The  Clubhouse  at  Glenwood 
Elementary  School  were  the  homes  to  our  before  and  after  school  program.  These  2 
locations  serviced  the  needs  of  more  than  120  families  with  a staff  of  1 5 adults  (1 1 
qualified  staff  and  4 aides). 

Summer  always  brings  lots  of  excitement  and  activity!  During  the  Fourth  of  July 
festivities,  the  Doll  Carriage  and  Bike  Parade  showcased  124  children  proudly  displaying 
their  creations.  Muddy  Worms  and  More  (fun  and  silly  games  at  and  around  the  pool) 
was  added  to  the  weekend  celebration  and  became  a fast  favorite  of  many  young  people. 
Summer  Fun,  Rutland  Rascals  and  the  Counselor  in  Training  (CIT)  programs  were  at  the 
Community  Center  for  4 weeks  in  July  - August  2006.

F.A.S.T.  Athletics  offered  a one-week  soccer  camp  for 
children  3-5  years  of  age,  and  middle  school  girls  strengthened  their  field  hockey  skills 
with  the  help  of  Gurney’ s Performance  Field  Hockey  Camp.  The  pool  had  a wonderful 
season  as  over  225  families  purchased  pool  passes,  and  many  children  participated  in 
morning  and  afternoon  American  Red  Cross  swim  lessons.  For  the  second  year,  people 
were  able  to  rent  the  pool  for  private  parties,  and  this  was  well  received  with  8 bookings. 
The  pool  was  staffed  with  7 full-time  and  4 part-time  lifeguards;  eight  of  them  were 
water  safety  instructors. 

Under  the  Learning  Tree  after  school  enrichment  program  kicked  off  the  school  year  with 
a variety  of  programs  for  school  age  youngsters.  We  were  pleased  to  see  many  children 
participate  in  Learning  Spanish,  Fun  with  Food,  Kids  Holiday  Crafts,  cheerleading,  junior 
golf  and  baseball  and  softball  batting  practice.  Mad  Science  and  floor  hockey  are  still 
immensely  popular.  Dodgeball,  SuperSports,  Favorite  Games  to  Play  and  Parent  and  Me 
golf  were  new  this  year  and  were  well  received.  These  programs  were  offered 
throughout  the  entire  school  year.  Alison  Bushnell  led  an  intergenerational  playgroup  at 
the  Community  Center  which  provided  a neat  opportunity  for  people  of  all  ages  to  get 
together  and  play. 

Winter  basketball  was  quite  successful,  and  boys  and  girls  from  kindergarten  through  8 
grade  play  on  teams  in  town.  A girls’  basketball  league  with  Paxton  was  formed  for  our 
S'b-S1*1  grade  girls.  High  school  students  continued  to  referee  and  also  took  on  some 
coaching  responsibilities  for  our  middle  school  program.  A men’s  over-30  basketball 
league  was  formed  and  included  8 teams  from  local  towns.  Pine  Ridge  Ski  Area  in  Barre 
closed  its  doors  for  good,  so  our  ski/snowboarding  package  there  had  to  be  cancelled.  The 
Central  Tree  Middle  School  Ski  Program  at  Wachusett  Mountain  got  even  larger  as  sixty 
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students  at  CTMS  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  improve  their 
skiing/snowboarding  skills.  Men’s  Drop-In  Basketball  and  Co-Ed  Volleyball  continued 
to  be  well  attended.  Women’s  volleyball  began  this  winter,  too.  People  throughout 
town  joined  Rutland  Recreation  on  a New  York  City  trip  in  December  with  a full  bus  of 
54.  The  Family  Skate  Day  was  moved  indoors  to  a rink  in  Gardner  and  was  a huge 
success  with  125  people  enjoying  free  rentals,  skating  time  and  snacks. 

Spring  brought  more  adventures  when  Recreation  offered  Red  Sox  Road  Trips.  Buses 
filled  with  cheering  fans  headed  to  New  York  twice,  Toronto  and  Baltimore.  The  annual 
Easter  Egg  Hunt  was  our  largest  ever  with  200  children  gathering  4,000  eggs  at  the 
Community  Center!  The  track  program  showcased  the  developing  talents  of  3 1 
grade  runners.  We  are  thrilled  to  report  that  9 of  these  athletes  went  to  compete  at  the 
USATF  New  England  qualifier;  7 qualified  to  compete  in  Long  Island  New  York  at  the 
Region  1 Junior  Olympic  meet  and  4 traveled  to  California  to  compete  in  the  National 
Junior  Olympics.  We  also  had  3 athletes  compete  in  the  BayState  Games  finals. 
Congratulations  to  all! 

We  continued  to  offer  many  activities  for  adults  as  well  as  for  the  town’s  youth.  A 
variety  of  aerobics  classes  along  with  Pilates  and  yoga  classes  for  people  of  all  fitness 
levels  were  offered  at  the  Community  Center  each  week.  FitBlitz  classes  kept  people 
moving.  Classes  happened  early  morning  and  early  evening  to  fit  people’s  busy 
schedules. 

Rutland  Recreation  remains  committed  to  providing  quality  recreational  opportunities 
and  employment  opportunities  for  the  residents  of  Rutland.  The  Committee  believes  that 
recreational  opportunities  are  an  integral  part  of  family  life  and  community  involvement 
in  Rutland.  We  will  continue  to  respond  to  the  needs  and  desires  of  Rutland  residents  by 
adding,  increasing  or  altering  community  programs  as  dictated  by  the  voices  of  our 
community.

In  July  2006  Nancy  M.  Burbank  became  the  new  Director.  Nancy  assumed  the  responsibilities  of 
Director  as  well  as  the  Outreach  Worker.  Elizabeth  A.  Wilson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
assisted  in  the  office  as  a volunteer  until  she  was  appointed  Outreach  Worker  in  October,  2006. 

A variety  of  services,  programs,  activities  and  events  were  provided  to  1,000+  seniors.  A monthly 
newsletter  and  up-to-date  information  through  our  local  Cable  TV  and  the  Holden  Landmark  were 
generated.  SCM  Elderbus  provided  transportation  for  medical  appointments  and  shopping  at  a 
reduced  rate.  In  collaboration  with  the  Council,  the  VNA  held  a flu  clinic  and  Health  Awareness 
lectures.  AARP  gave  free  tax  preparation  assistance,  while  the  Worcester  Community  Action 
Council  offered  Fuel  Assistance.  Greater  Worcester  Farmers  Market  donated  coupons  to  over  30 
seniors.  Many  presentations  from  various  businesses  and  organizations  were  presented  to  help 
educate  our  seniors  on  various  subjects  such  as  scams  with  the  elderly,  estate  planning,  legal 
assistance,  Lifeline  and  general  health  issues.  The  COA  continues  to  reach  out  to  our  senior 
population  with  scheduled  home  visits,  as  well  as  providing  assistance  to  caregivers. 

Police  Officer  Tom  Downey,  our  advocate  for  the  senior  population,  arranged  with  the  Rutland 
Police  Department  to  host  an  excellent  spaghetti  dinner  for  all  of  our  seniors.  Ongoing  activities 
included:  Art,  Scrapbooking,  Bingo,  Movies,  Exercise,  Walking  Club  and  Bus  Trips.  We  are  pleased 
to  announce  that  two  cultural  grants  were  awarded  through  our  local  Cultural  Council.  In  March, 
Tom  O’Carroll  entertained  our  seniors  with  Irish  history  and  music.  The  second  grant  awarded  was 
“Gloucester  Hornpipe  and  Clog  Society”,  an  Irish  entertainment  program  which  was  held  in  June. 
Both  of  these  programs  included  a luncheon. 

We  sincerely  want  to  thank  the  Rutland  Business  Association  for  their  generous  donation  of  two  desks 
and  two  file  cabinets  for  the  COA  offices.  We  can’t  thank  you  enough.  We  also  want  to  thank  The 
Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging , our  financial  arm,  who  continue  to  support  the  COA  with  successful 
fundraising  and  volunteerism. 

Under  the  direction  of  Janet  Swenson  and  in  association  with  Elder  Services  of  Worcester  a 
congregate  meal  program  is  offered  Monday  through  Friday.  Meals  are  delivered  daily  to 
homebound  seniors  through  Meals  on  Wheels. 

For  all  the  people  who  volunteer  their  time  and  effort  for  our  senior  population  throughout  the  year 
- a sincere  thank  you. 

This  year  we  lost  John  Smith  a long-time  board  member  and  friend.  John  was  a friendly  face  at  the 
Senior  Center  as  well  as  around  our  community.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board  - FY  2007 


Business  at  the  Planning  Board  continued  to  be  very  heavy  throughout  this  year.  The 
approval  process  for  subdivision  plans  and  special  permits  continues  to  become  more 
meticulous  and  time  consuming.  As  the  most  desirable  parcels  of  land  have  already  been 
developed  new  submissions  require  closer  inspection  and  review. 

The  Planning  board  has  received  three  (3)  submissions  for  new  subdivisions  for  a total  of 
33  lots.  It  has  also  approved  with  conditions  two  (2)  subdivisions  for  a total  of  ten  (10) 
lots. 

The  Board  has  also  reviewed  and  endorsed  many  “approval  not  required”  plans. 

The  board  has  held  public  hearings  on  all  subdivision  plan  submissions  and  conducted 
many  site  walks  at  proposed  subdivisions  as  well  as  subdivisions  under  construction  as 
part  of  our  review  process. 

The  planning  Board  has  brought  to  the  voters  several  amendments  to  Rutland’s  bylaws  at 
town  meetings.  They  are:  Adult  Entertainment,  Residential-40  (R40)  and  Residential-60 
(R60)  Use  Districts,  and  Industrial  Zoning  Bylaw.  All  were  adopted. 

The  board  continues  to  revise  the  subdivision  regulations  to  improve  clarity  and 
consistency  and  to  deal  with  new  construction  techniques  and  concerns. 

The  Planning  Board  has  enjoyed  the  help  of  a part  time  planning  Consultant,  Glenn 
Eaton,  whose  knowledge  and  expertise  has  proven  to  be  invaluable  to  help  the  board 
organize  and  to  communicate  more  fully  with  our  customers.  The  Board  has  received, 
with  Mr.  Eaton’s  help,  a $20,000  smart  growth  technical  assistance,  from  the 
Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  (EOEA)  grant  to  help  update 
and  revise  the  town  zoning  bylaws. 

The  bylaw  subcommittee  of  the  Planning  board  continues  to  work  on  writing  new  needed 
bylaws  and  revision  of  existing  outdated  ones.  The  work  includes:  a scenic  roads  bylaw,  a 
common  driveway  by  law;  a low  impact  development  bylaw;  an  industrial  zone  bylaw; 
and  a new  and  more  accurate  zoning  map.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month.  Karin  M.  H.  Leonard 
was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Scott  Gilroy  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Nathan 
Locke  as  Clerk.  The  Board  employed  Randy  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  tests 
and  to  perform  other  inspections  during  the  year.  Randy  was  present  for  65  perc  tests  and 
220  inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also  employed  Randy  Mizereck  to  review  44 
septic  system  designs.  VNA  Care  Network,  Inc.  was  employed  for  nursing  services  for 
the  elderly  and  needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and  overseen  well  and  septic 
system  installations,  repairs,  and  improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern 
within  the  town  that  consume  much  of  the  Board’s  time  and  energy  throughout  the  year. 
The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day 
in  the  past  and  is  working  with  the  Wachusett  Earthday  team  to  establish  a year-round 
collection  site. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town’s  contracts  for  waste  removal  with  hauler’s  and  with 
Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper  level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town’s  rate. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  on  issues  of 
special  concern  and  regarding  variances  to  the  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  2007  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum  of  $53,285.00  collected 
from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Board’s  budget  paid  $762.50  for 
nursing,  physical  therapy  and  home  health  visits  thru  visiting  nurse  program  (VNA). 
Richard  Clark  remains  as  Animal  Inspector/Control  Officer.

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
The  Job  of  Wetlands  Protection: 

As  the  municipal  focal  point  for  environmental  protection,  Conservation 
Commissions  were  given  responsibility  in  1972  for  administering  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  (G.L.  Ch.  131  §40).  Thus  the  Commission  serves  the  community 
in  a regulatory  as  well  as  a conservation  capacity. 

Under  this  law,  Commissions  across  the  state  process  over  ten  thousand 
applications  every  year  for  permits  to  do  work  in  and  near  wetlands,  flood  plains, 
banks,  riverfront  areas,  beaches  and  surface  waters.  The  Wetlands  Protection 
Act  is  described  in  detail  in  MACC's  Environmental  Handbook  for  Massachusetts 
Conservation  Commissioners.  Over  half  of  Massachusetts'  communities  have 
adopted  local  non-zoning  bylaws  or  ordinances  giving  Commissions  further 
power  to  protect  wetlands.  The  state's  highest  court  has  approved  the  use  of 
such  municipal  laws.  These  are  administered  by  Conservation  Commissions.  If 
the  bylaw/ordinance  gives  it  the  power,  the  Commission  may  also  adopt 
regulations  for  its  implementation.  The  Rutland  Conservation  Commission  has 
been  working  on  their  wetlands  bylaw  and  intends  to  have  it  completed  within 
2008.  We  are  also  actively  pursuing  updating  the  Open  Space  Plan  as  well  as 
looking  into  upland  area  requirements  for  land  development. 

From  the  period  of  July  1st  of  2006  to  June  30th  of  2007,  the  Commission  has 
reviewed  14  Notices  of  Intent  and  issued  16  Orders  of  Conditions,  8 Certificates 
of  Compliance  and  3 Orders  of  Resource  Area  Delineation.  The  Commission 
granted  2 Earth  Removal  Permits  this  year.  We  assisted  an  applicant  whom 
came  in  with  an  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  application  as  well. 

The  Commission  adopted  M.G.L.  Ch.  44  §53G,  which  allows  the  Rutland 
Conservation  Commission  to  impose  reasonable  fees  for  the  employment  of 
outside  consultants,  engaged  by  the  Conservation  Commission,  for  specific 
expert  services.  Such  services  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission  to 
come  to  a final  decision  on  an  application  submitted  to  the  Conservation 
Commission  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of:  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (G.L. 
Ch.  131  §40),  Conservation  Commission  Act  (G.L.  Ch.  40  §8C),  or  any  other 
state  or  municipal  statute,  bylaw  or  regulation,  as  they  may  be  amended  or 
enacted  from  time  to  time. 

The  Commission  consists  of  the  Chairman,  Stephanie  King  and  members  Harry 
Johnson,  Joe  Dell’Aquila,  Eric  Bigelow,  Robin  Peters,  Bonnie  Remick  and  Mark 
Sinkewich.  The  Commission’s  secretary  is  Karen  Wamback.

The  Rutland  Public  Library  continues  to  be  a hub  of  activity  throughout  the  year. 
The  meeting  rooms,  available  at  the  library,  are  being  utilized  by  many  non-profit 
organizations.  This  year,  over  450  meetings  were  in  our  facility. 

During  the  town’s  4th  of  July  activities,  we  held  our  annual  open  house.  Many 
people  are  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  to  tour  the  facility  during  this  very  busy  holiday. 

Children’s  Librarian,  Maureen  Lynch,  continues  to  work  hard  to  provide  summer 
reading  material  for  children  of  our  community.  A summertime  story  hour  is  also 
provided  to  the  children,  as  well.  These  programs  are  very  successful,  due  to  the  variety 
of  reading  material  that  is  available  on  our  shelves.  Over  300  children  signed  up  for 
summer  reading  and  they  read  over  3,000  books.  The  “Make  Your  Own  Sundae”  party 
was  held  in  August,  thanks  to  the  continued  support  from  Mark  and  Linda  Robinson  of 
“Still  Four  Corners.”  In  total,  the  library  held  1 71  children’s  programs  throughout  the 
year  with  3,1  94  people  in  attendance! 

The  book  discussion  group  continues  to  be  popular.  There  are  two  (2)  sessions 
each  month,  both  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  the  month.  We  are  always  looking  for  new 
members. 

Many  amateur  historians  are  happily  surprised  by  the  information  they  can  locate 
here  at  the  library  with  the  aid  of  Assistant  Library  Director,  Susan  Liimatainen.  Susan 
has  become  our  resident  authority  on  local  history. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  participated  in  the  Rutland  Historical  Society's  Festival 
of  Trees  in  November  by  sponsoring  an  Open  House  and  offering  a craft  for  the 
children.  Our  Friends  also  host  the  Annual  Halloween  parade  for  the  young  children  of 
Rutland.  The  monthly  book  sale  is  made  possible  by  volunteer  efforts,  supervised  by 
Judith  Stoddard. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  local  Cultural  Council  who  continues  to  support  Library 
programs  by  funding  events.  We  are  also  privileged  to  host  other  organization’s  Cultural 
Council  events  in  our  meeting  rooms. 

The  Rutland  Library  offers  to  our  patrons  free  internet  service.  We  also  host  and 
maintains  our  own  web  page,  located  at  www.rutlandlibrarv.org.  During  the  past  year, 
we  reported  more  than  26,000  web  hits. 

We  are  an  online  affiliate  member  of  Central/Western  Massachusetts  Automated 
Resource  Sharing  (CWMARS).  Being  affiliated  with  CWMARS  allows  us  access  any  book 
from  any  other  library  and  have  it  delivered  to  our  door,  all  free  of  charge  to  our 
patrons. 

With  a facility  our  size,  we  are  occasionally  faced  with  building  maintenance 
issues.  During  this  year,  we  corrected  a drainage  issue  near  the  front  of  the  building  and 
also  corrected  the  leakage  problem  in  the  front  picture  window.

I am  in  and  out  of  the  office  daily  for  appointments  and  to  check  my  telephone 
messages.  While  I will  see  anyone  without  an  appointment,  I recommend  that  you  call 
for  an  appointment  as  this  will  allow  me  the  time  to  research  and  prepare  whatever 
paperwork  may  be  required,  also  most  questions  can  be  handled  over  the  telephone.  If 
you  cannot  come  to  the  office  due  to  sickness  or  any  other  valid  reason,  I will  visit  you  at 
your  home  or  any  other  location  convenient  for  you.  I can  be  reached  at  the  office  at 
508-885-7508.  Do  not  hesitate  to  leave  a message  as  I check  my  telephone  messages 
several  times  daily,  also  early  evenings.  I also  accept  telephone  calls  at  my  home  at 
508-885-2913. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  veterans  register  with  this  office  so  as  to  make  certain 
that  complete  records  are  on  file.  The  purpose  of  having  copies  of  these  records,  which 
are  treated  in  the  most  confidential  manner,  is  to  assist  you  or  your  family  in  obtaining 
benefits.  As  an  absolute  minimum,  we  should  have  a copy  of  your  discharge  and  service 
record.  This  would  enable  us  to  secure  the  additional  records  required  to  assist  you  in 
obtaining  benefits. 

This  office  is  operated  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  1 1 5,  and  its 
purpose  is  to  aid  and  assist  qualified  veterans  and  their  families  in  obtaining  benefits  due 
them  in  their  time  of  need. 

It  is  the  function  of  this  office  to  assist  and  direct  the  veteran  in  obtaining  benefits 
that  he/she  may  qualify  for  such  as:  Social  Security,  Welfare  Department,  Massachusetts 
Rehab  and  Vocational  Training,  VA  Pensions,  VA  Hospital,  Outpatient  Clinic,  Medical 
Home  Care  Unit,  Pharmacy,  Burial  Benefits  and  Markers,  etc. 

All  financial  benefits  dispersed  by  this  department  are  authorized  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  and  are  75%  reimbursable  by  the  State,  except 
training  and  certification  - which  is  100%  reimbursable.  As  of  November,  1998  - all 
Veterans’  Agents  must  be  certified.

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RUTLAND  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 
ANNUAL  REPORT 
FISCAL  YEAR  2007 


Pursuant  to  Rutland’s  Zoning  By-Law  and  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  40A,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (the  “Board”)  performs  the  following 
functions: 

(1)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Variances  from  the  requirements  of  the 
Town’s  Zoning  By-law; 

(2)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Special  Permits  as  authorized  by  the 
Town’s  Zoning  By-Law; 

(3)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Site  Plan  Approval  with  respect  to 
alterations  or  modifications  of  structures  or  uses  within  business  or 
industrial  districts;  and 


(4)  Acts  upon  appeals  by  persons  aggrieved  by  reason  of  their 
inability  to  obtain  a permit  from  any  administrative  official,  board,  or  the  building 
inspector. 

The  Board  meets  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  or  as  required/dictated  by  the 
volume  of  petitions,  applications  or  appeals  filed  with  the  Town.  The  Board  functions  in 
accordance  with  its  specific  authority  granted  by  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Law,  M.G.L. 
c40A,  and  its  own  procedural  rules.  In  accordance  with  those  rules,  fees  are  charges  to 
cover  administrative  costs  of  conducting  required  public  hearings. 

The  Rutland  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  works  within  Town  structure  to  grant  as 
many  applications  as  possible  to  assist  in  the  cautious,  flexible  growth  of  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 
Annual  Report  FY  2007 

The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  (RDIC)  continued  to  focus  a majority 
of  its’  efforts  on  state  coordination,  funding  of  the  purchase  and  redevelopment  planning  for 
the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  (RHH)  property.  The  RDIC  made  considerable  progress  in 
solidifying  state  commitments  that  will  benefit  future  project  development  and  the  town’s 
people.  Several  of  the  RDIC’s  FY  2007  projects  are  highlighted  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

Rutland  Heights  Planned  Development  District  (HPDD) 

• With  the  completion  of  the  demolition  and  removal  of  all  buildings  on  the  property, 
the  state  continued  with  its  final  phase  of  environmental  cleanup.  In  the  summer  of 
2006,  the  state  Department  of  Capital  Assets  Management  (DCAM)  concentrated  its 
efforts  on  a former  solid  waste  dump  in  the  northwest  comer  of  the  property.  A 
preliminary  environmental  assessment  of  the  dump  site  has  been  done  by  Tighe  & 
Bond  consulting,  which  contains  approximately  8,000  cubic  yards  of  debris  with 
estimated  cleanup  costs  around  $500,000.  The  remediation  and  removal  of  the  site  is 
being  done  in  conformance  with  MassDEP  cleanup-up  regulations. 

• In  November  2006,  the  Rutland  Planning  Board  and  the  RDIC  was  awarded  a $25,000 
multi-fiscal  year  (FY  2007  through  12/31/07  FY08)  Smart  Growth  Technical 
Assistance  (SGTA)  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Executive  Office  of 
Environmental  Affairs  (EOEA).  The  grant  allocated  $17,000  to  the  Planning  Board 
for  amending  several  town-zoning  by-laws  related  to  Massachusetts  EOEA  Smart 
Growth  Policy,  and  $8,000  to  the  RDIC  to  conduct  a market  analysis  of  the  RHH 
property.  In  the  spring  of  2007,  the  RDIC  issued  a public  Request  for  Proposals 
(RFP)  to  conduct  a market  feasibility  study  of  the  Rutland  Heights  property. 
Unfortunately,  no  consultant  proposals  were  received  for  the  $8,000  market  feasibility 
portion  of  the  RFP.  Therefore,  in  the  early  part  of  FY  2008,  the  RDIC  will  be  pursuing 
additional  funding  options  to  expand  this  limited  budget  that  will  facilitate  a market 
feasibility  study. 

• The  RDIC  reached  agreement  with  the  state  to  redirect  $1  million  dollars  of  unspent 
cleanup  bond  funds  into  the  design  and  construction  of  a critical  new  town-owned 
roadway,  through  the  Heights  property,  that  will  connect  into  Central  Tree  Middle 
School. 

• In  an  effort  to  pursue  clean  economic  development,  the  RDIC  took  a leadership  role  in 
investigating  the  potential  for  renewable  wind  power  generation  at  the  RHH  site,  along 
with  four  other  municipal  sites  in  town,  including:  Central  Tree  / Naquag  School 
campuses,  Glenwood  School,  Muschapauge  Water  Treatment  Facility,  and  the  DPW 
yard.  In  the  spring  of  2007,  the  RDIC  applied  and  received  technical  assistance  from 
the  Massachusetts  Technology  Collaborative’s  Renewable  Energy  Trust  to  engage  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Renewable  Energy  Research  Laboratory  (RERL)  to 
produce  an  initial  assessment  report  of  the  suitability  of  all  five  proposed  sites  for 
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utility  or  medium-scaled  wind  turbines.  This  May  2007  preliminary  report  revealed 
that  all  five  sites  showed  potential  for  wind  power  generation,  with  Central  Tree 
Middle  School  and  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  having  the  largest  distances  from  houses. 
In  June  2007,  the  state  DC  AM,  through  the  RDIC  redevelopment  planning  process, 
approved  funding  for  a three-phased  feasibility  study  of  wind  power  at  the  RHH  site. 
This  FY  2008  study  will  consist  of:  1)  Pre-Feasibility  Study  - to  look  at  site  specific 
opportunities  and  challenges  for  wind  power  generation  to  supply  renewable 
electricity  to  the  Central  Tree  / Naquag  school  campuses,  2)  Wind  Measuring 
Equipment  - installation  of  a meteorological  test  tower  for  monitoring  site  specific 
wind  speeds,  3)  Feasibility  Analysis  - to  analyze  the  technical  and  economic  feasibility 
of  wind  power  generation  and  regulatory  analysis.  In  FY  2008,  the  RDIC  plans  to 
pursue  other  technical  assistance  programs  from  the  Massachusetts  Renewable  Energy 
Trust  to  further  evaluate  the  Muschapauge  Water  Treatment  and  Glenwood  School 
sites. 

• In  the  spring  of  2007,  the  state  moved  another  step  closer  into  fulfilling  the  intent  of 
the  special  2000  legislation  (Chapter  245)  to  dispose  of  the  Heights  property  to  the 
town  of  Rutland.  The  state  has  engaged  an  independent  professional  appraiser  to 
determine  the  full  and  fair  market  value  of  the  87-acre  Heights  property.  It’s 
anticipated  that  the  final  state-approved  appraisal  amount  will  be  released  to  the  RDIC 
and  town  by  the  fall  of  2007.  Once  a final  value  has  been  established,  it  is  our  hope 
and  expectation  that  an  article  would  be  placed  on  a Town  Meeting  Warrant  to  obtain 
the  funds  to  purchase  the  property. 

• Several  properties  in  Town  came  off  61 B zoning  classification,  which  may  have  been 
strategic  for  the  development  of  viable  town-owned  commercial  property.  The  board 
will  continue  to  pursue  profitable  and  alternative  means  of  funding  future  available 
properties. 

The  RDIC  has  been  fortunate  to  have  the  continued  support  of  our  on-going  planning  and 
redevelopment  efforts  in  Boston.  State  Senator  Brewer  and  representative  Lew 
Evangelidis  have  continued  to  fight  for  our  interests  and  we  are  grateful  for  their 
bipartisan  support. 

The  RDIC  will  continue  its  efforts  to  help  foster  sustainable  economic  development 
opportunities  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community,  while  maintaining  the  rural  character  of 
the  town.  The  RDIC  meets  every  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  the  Community  Hall 
Annex  at  7:30  am;  your  attendance  and  input  are  always  welcome.

Rutland  residents  showed  their  support  for  local  agriculture  at  the  June  26,  2006  Special  Town  Meeting  by 
voting  to  establish  the  Rutland  Agricultural  Commission  and  to  accept  a Right  to  Farm  by-law.  Our 
members  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  August  14,  2006,  and  sworn  in  on  November  7, 
2006. 

Our  mission  statement  is  to  “Increase  public  awareness  of  agriculture,  and  the  positive  impact  it  has  on  the 
town.  Farms  retain  open  space  and  the  rural  character  of  Rutland.  They  provide  fresh,  local  wholesome 
products”.  We  meet  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Rutland  Public  Library  or  Wood  Studio. 

We  participated  in  the  annual  Fourth  of  July  parade  on  July  4,  2006  displaying  a banner  to  thank  the 
townspeople  for  their  support  of  agriculture. 

Representatives  from  the  Commission  were  able  to  attend  the  Massachusetts  Agriculture  Day  at  the  State 
House  in  March.  To  help  accomplish  our  goal  of  making  farmers  aware  of  State  programs  that  can  help 
them  designate  their  land  as  farmland,  we  invited  a representative  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Agricultural  Resources  to  speak  at  our  May,  2007  meeting  and  answer  questions  about  various  programs. 

Our  Commission  is  featured  on  the  Town  Web  Site.  In  addition  to  being  an  informational  page  about  the 
Rutland  Agricultural  Commission,  it  provides  links  to  additional  sources  of  agricultural  information,  along 
with  photographs  of  Rutland  farms. 

The  Rutland  Agricultural  Commission  thanks  the  citizens  of  Rutland  for  their  continued  support  of 
agriculture  and  looks  forward  to  continuing  to  raise  the  public’s  awareness  of  agriculture  in  the  coming 
year.

Dear  Residents: 

It  is  a pleasure  to  have  this  opportunity  to  address  you  as  we  enter  another  year  and  prepare  another  fiscal  plan  to  guide  our 
towns  and  our  regional  school  district.  As  we  begin  the  process  of  planning  for  FY09,  we  thought  that  it  would  be 
appropriate  to  review  the  highlights  of  the  FY08  Appropriation  that  you  will  find  below. 

The  FY08  Appropriation  represents  a 6.38%  increase  from  the  FY07  Appropriation  and  includes  the  following  changes: 

• Increase  of  $2,630,853  (6.69%)  in  Salaries,  which  represents  contractual  obligations,  increased  staffing  for  the 
Literacy  Initiative  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  increased  staffing  due  to  increased  enrollment. 

• Increase  of  $947,179  (13.19%)  in  Benefits  & Insurance,  which  represents  a projected  increase  in  health  insurance 
rates  for  existing  staff,  together  with  a formula  based  upon  the  average  health  cost  per  employee  for  additional  staff. 

• Increase  of  $48,015  (1.36%)  in  Instructional  Support,  which  includes  the  needs  of  the  schools  as  included  in  the 
School  Improvement  Plans. 

• Increase  of  $198,595  (6.3%)  in  Operations  & Maintenance,  which  represents  a projected  increase  in  energy  costs,  as 
well  as  regular  maintenance  for  buildings  and  grounds. 

• Increase  of  $621,633  (22.2%)  in  Special  Education  Tuitions  - Other  Schools,  which  represents  the  State’s  projected 
increase  in  tuition  rates,  along  with  estimates  for  students  already  identified  for  out-of-District  placements. 

• Increase  of  $393,657  (34.8%)  in  Other  Operations  Costs  which  represents  the  Fixed  Charges  and  Tuitions  - Other 
Schools. 

• The  FY08  Appropriation  includes  $4,385,534  for  transportation,  a $105,534  (2.5%)  increase  from  FY07  due  to  the 
increase  costs  of  special  education  transportation. 

As  you  will  note,  much  of  the  6.3%  increase  that  we  experienced  last  year  had  to  do  with  fixed  cost  increases  over  which  we 
have  little  control.  Increases  to  benefits  and  insurance,  transportation  and  heat  and  utilities  represent  escalation  that  is 
difficult  to  control  and,  at  that  same  time,  adds  little  value  to  the  education  that  we  provide  to  our  students.  Moreover,  you 
will  note  that  the  District  experienced  a 22.2%  increase  in  Special  Education  Tuition  costs,  another  area  in  which  we  have 
little  discretion.  The  District’s  Literacy  Initiative  is  one  area  in  which  we  did  make  a conscious  decision  to  increase 
expenditures  and  one  in  which  we  did  find  a great  deal  of  educational  benefit.  This  initiative  has  totally  revamped  our 
approach  to  teaching  reading  in  the  primary  grades  and  it  is  our  belief  that  our  efforts  will  aid  students  throughout  their  K-12 
experience. 

As  we  begin  to  plan  for  FY09,  the  District  is  mindful  of  the  financial  circumstances  that  face  our  Member  Towns.  However, 
the  conditions  that  provoked  the  “fixed  cost”  increases  of  FY08  are  still  apparent  and  it  will  be  difficult  for  us  to  present  a 
budget  that  is  not  marked  by  significant  increase  unless  we  reduce  our  staff.  We  owe  our  students  an  education  that  provides 
them  with  the  opportunities  that  they  need  and  this  is  only  possible  with  adequate  staff.  At  the  same  time,  we  owe  our 
Member  Towns  our  best  effort  to  control  costs  and  we  will  certainly  take  that  responsibility  seriously  as  we  move  into  this 
and  subsequent  budget  seasons. 

As  always,  it  is  my  intent  to  work  with  our  Member  Towns  in  the  interest  of  finding  common  ground  and  solutions  to  our 
problems.

2007  Annual  Report 


Bay  Path  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  graduated  a class  of  236  students  in 
June  of  2007,  and  accepted  a class  of  315  Freshmen  in  September  of  2007.  Our  current 
enrollment  has  reached  1,121  students. 

Of  the  15  Rutland  Seniors  who  graduated,  9 are  now  gainfully  employed  in  occupations 
related  to  their  training  and  6 are  now  attending  college.  Currently,  53  students  from  Rutland  are 
enrolled  in  one  of  our  21  vocational  areas. 

Eighteen  Rutland  students  are  receiving  extra  services  from  our  Special  Education 
Department. 

This  year,  we  have  taken  in  less  tuition  students  than  in  the  past.  Townspeople  should 
realize  that  those  towns,  which  do  not  belong  to  the  District,  pay  between  $12,086  and  $13,839 
in  tuition  to  the  District  for  each  student.  Those  towns,  also,  pay  all  transportation  costs.  This 
compares  favorably  with  the  Town  of  Rutland's  cost,  for  the  2007-2008  school  year  of  $5,937.61 
per  student,  including  transportation.  The  acceptance  of  out  of  district  students  to  fill  available 
vocational  space  allows  us  to  lower  the  assessments  of  member  towns. 

Whenever  possible,  we  have  continued  our  practice  of  utilizing  our  occupational  programs 
to  complete  projects  for  our  towns.  This  year  we  completed  over  29  projects  for  the  Town  of 
Rutland  and  its  residents.  We  will  continue  this  type  of  work  whenever  possible,  keeping  in  mind 
that  the  projects  must  be  of  educational  value  for  our  students. 

Our  Evening  Program  continues  to  serve  the  adult  needs  of  our  10-town  District,  as  well 
as  an  additional  20  surrounding  towns.  Our  Spring  and  Fall  programs  had  a combined 
enrollment  of  3,567,  in  programs  ranging  from  Career  & Licensing;  Computer  Technology; 
Health  & Fitness;  Language  & Art;  Hobbies  & Crafts;  Business  & Finance;  Sports  & Leisure 
and  over  350  on-line  courses. 
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We  are  taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  seek  State  and  Federal  grants  to  help  us 
lower  our  costs  to  the  District  Towns.  In  the  2007-2008  school  year,  we  are  receiving 
approximately  $750,000  in  various  Federal  and  State  grants.  As  usual,  State  and  Federal  money 
is  received  with  stringent  requirements  and  reporting  responsibilities. 

The  Rutland  Public  School  System  continues  to  provide  excellent  cooperation  for  our 
recruiting  program  and  we  are  thankful  for  their  efforts.  I believe  that  they  share  our  feeling  that 
all  students  must  be  given  the  right,  the  information,  and  the  opportunity  to  make  an  informed 
school  choice. 

We,  at  Bay  Path,  will  continue  to  serve  Rutland  with  the  finest  vocational  education 
programs  available  for  high  school  students  and  adults,  and  will,  when  at  all  possible,  use  our 
skills  and  facilities  to  further  town  projects  as  they  add  to  our  students'  education.
